Elaine had copies of the original architect's drawings dating from 1768 to guide her 
to ensure that every detail was correct. 

The model is open at the back so that you can look into the splendid circular room 
under the dome with its beautiful mosaic floor and lofty columns. This is where the model 
will be displayed in the real building from mid-April until the end of 1988. 

Prior to that it will be on show as of the ‘Dublin Be Proud’ exhibition being held 
in Amotts, a big Dublin department store, from March 24-Apnil 9th. 

We hope that Dublin will be proud of our model of one of their finest buildings too.
